Historic item emerges from Veterans Home closet

A small piece of history
turned up in a closet at NHVH
this spring, with the discovery of
an antique stereoscope and col-
lection of about 300 cards docu-
menting life on the battlefields of
World War 1.

The items dated back to the
early 1920s, a time when com-
mercial radio broadcasting was
just getting started, and before
movies had sound, so an evening
with the stereoscope — sort of an
early adult version of the little
Viewmaster stereo viewer most
people are familiar with — was
still a popular form of parlor en-
tertainment for entire families.

There were nearly 300 stereo

Where the items came from and
how long they’ve been at the
Home is anybody’s guess.

They were found buried deep in
a closet in the Tarr South admin-
istration wing. But even though
the home celebrates its 125™ year
in 2015, Tarr wasn’t built until
the 1990s.

The Keystone Company has
been out of business for many
years, but the curator of a Cali-
fornia photography museum that
holds the company’s stereo ar-
chives said the 300-card set
found at NHVH was relatively
rare.
